LETTER 



The Applicants received notification of a defective response date mailed on March 11, 
2004. On April 12, 2004, the Applicants filed a response along with a copy of the Notification of 
Defective Response, a paper copy of the sequence listing, a computer readable disk format of the 
sequence list and a Statement. 

The next communication that the Applicants received from the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office was a Notification of Abandonment, dated mailed on November 14, 2005. The 
Applicants never received any informational communication saying that the sequence disk sent in 
on April 12, 2004 had errors in it. The Applicants' Attorney called the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office at the time of receipt of the Notification of Abandonment and was told that there 
must have been a miscommunication as the error report attached to the Notice of Abandonment 
includes a hand written note of "re-run", which indicated that the report was run twice.
